Minnesota No. 2 Rye was originated from a 
stock of Swedish rye obtained by the Minnesota 
Experiment Station. 

It is a hardy winter rye suitable for all sec- 
tions of the state and has proven itself the supe- 
rior of all varieties grown at University Farm for 
a number of years. The average yield on the 
large fields at University Farm in 1908 was 4142 
bushels per acre, though one field averaged 48 
bushels per acre. The average yield for the past 
ten years has been 40.5 bushels per acre. 

This rye should be sown about the 15th of Sep- 
tember at the rate of from 1% to 2 bushels per 
acre. It may be harvested about the 10th tothe
